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The Mattery of Diteate. 


11 is interesting ;ind reassuring In conlcmplalc the progress 


thai has been made within the memory of the present genera- 
tion iir the safeguarding and promotion of the public health. 
Science and experience have brought Iheir powers lo bear on 
this,'one of the greatest problems of civilization, and the re- 
sults are cause for pride and satisfaction, besides alTording a 
basis for the hope of still greater achievements in the future. 
II may be too much to expect that men will ever be able lo rid 
the world of disease, but to conquer and control it is much, 
and the extent to which this is done at the present time is pro- 
foundly gratifying. 


In the old days epidemics were not infrequent. When small 


pox appeared it was lialile to spread like a conflagration. Yel- 
low fever was practically uncontrollable and had to run its 
dreadful course, and typhoid fever and oilier serious diseases 
were masters of the situation for a lime wherever they gained 
a foothold. 


But all this has been changed, though not all of the advance 


has been made in this generation, 
II is many years since men 


began the study of disease prevention, but in recent years the 
subject has received the constant attention of medical men and 
scientists, whose efforts have been supported by wise legisla- 
tion, and the result has been such progress as the world never 
before witnessed in this liekl. 


The action taken in New Orleans upon the recent appear- 


ance of bubonic plague nplfy illustrates the modern method of 
coping with so serious a visitation. Instead of a panic there is 
calm, intelligent and united action on the part of Hie people 
and the health authorities of Hie stale and city, and (lie chances 
are that what once would have meanl paralysis of Hie city's 
business and hundreds of deaths will soon pass with compara- 
tively slight inconvenience and very small loss of life. 
An 


effective quarantine of Ihe infected district has been estab- 
lished and every known means of preventing and lighting (he 
disease will be brought to bear. The people and Ihe authori- 
ties are working together in complete harmony and are prac- 
tically sure to achieve victory in Ihe face of a very grave 
danger. 


The age has its evils and ils wrongs, but il also has much to 


be thankful for, and not the least of its blessings is the mighty 
advance that has been made in overcoming diseases in the 
presence of which the human family was once practically 
helpless. 


A Great Coalition Projected. 


There is no end lo the "movements" organized lo accom- 


plish this, that or the other thing, and the result is a multiplica- 
tion of reform machinery until in some cases il becomes so 
'voluminous as to crush the reforms il was intended to pro- 
mote. 


There comes from Philadelphia the report of a projected 


movement for the protection of cities against public utility 
corporations, and it is declared lo be "Ihe biggest single step 
for the_benefit of American cities thai has ever been taken." 
The idea is to form a coalition of Ihe cities of the country, 
with the mayors of New York, Chicago and other large cities 
leading the enterprise, lo make organized resistance on Ihe 
part of municipalities to the organized combination of public 
utility companies and to "loosen the strangle-hold that these 
allied utility companies have on politics." 


The plan includes a bureau of public utilities research which 


shall equip itself to give to the cities the same able assistance 
which the public utility companies' association gives lo Ihe 
public utility'companies, "thus1 in effect constituting an of- 
fensive and defensive alliance among the cities similar to that 
existing among the public utility corporations." The promot- 
ers of the movement believe this will be a great step forward 
in the matter of securing a proper presentation of the pople's 
side in utility cases. 


Possibly this may be a great and glorious conception, but 


on its face it looks as if it might be "somewhat cumbersome. 
In spile of the fact, that it is the fashion nowadays to make 
most niQvements national, and many of them international, 
there is still room for more individualism, on the part of cities 
as well as persons. Organizations and combination are good 
in their place, but there are times when a man can do better 
by standing alone, and the same is true of a community. 


With such regulation and control of public utility corpora- 


tions as there is by the slates and the federal'government, it 
would'seem that every city should be.able to work out ils own 
'salvation, so far as ils dealings-with such corporations is con- 
cerned. 
If a "coalition" of the cities of Ihe country for the 


purpose of regulating things is practicable and proves effec- 
tive, well and good, but until the fact has been demonstrated 
many cilies will doubtless decide to continue to stand on their 
own feet.-
